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RACING PARKS. 

ERE in America we are in the habit of 

saying race track or race course, and here 
also we are in the habit of boarding up the club- 
house and the grandstand, locking the doors of 
the stables and offices, and fastening entrance and 
exit gates as soon as possible after the racing 
season and forgetting the place until next season. 


Perhaps that is the rule abroad, as well. Even 
so, it should not be a bar to what THE BLOOD- 
HORSE is about to propose, which is that every 
racing plant in America be converted into a 
racing park. That is to say, let them be parks 
in the truest sense of the word. Let them be 
places combining the beauty of nature with 
beauty from the art. of man—places to which 
men and women and children will be attracted 
all the year around. Let them be public parks. 


Should the owners of the plants adopt this 
plan, there would be a vast number of persons 
not now interested in racing who would come 
to know about racing and about horses through 
visits they would make to the parks at other 
than racing times. 


The possibilities are immense. We would not 
say unlimited, but approaching that. Think of 
the great advertising value the parks would have 
for race meetings! Why, every person frequent- 
ing the parks would know the days for racing, 
the prinicpal events and the horses to partici- 
pate, even before they could read of it in the 
newspapers, and racing would become more dis- 
cussed in households than now. 


There would be livelier interest in horses and 
the sports and games of mounted men and 
women and boys and girls. There would be wider 
interest in horseback riding; in riding academies 
and in bridle paths. 


Then, as persons become interested in horses, 
they become interested also in horse production. 
They want to know all there is to know about 
pedigrees and mating; about breeding establish- 
ments; breaking and training methods, and all 
that goes with getting the foal and making him 
a champion race horse and superlative sire. 

Let us have racing parks in the truest sense 
of the expression. 


ELIMINATION BY SPAYING. 


AST week we spelled the word “speying.” 

It is correctly spelled spaying. At the 
luncheon of the Thoroughbred Club in Lexing- 
ton last Saturday, President Thomas Piatt sug- 
gested that there be further discussion of the 
topic. He said that it is agreed that we now 
have more horses for racing than we have races 
for horses, and that it also is agreed that no 
acceptable plan had been devised for the elimina- 
tion of the undesirables represented in the over- 
production. 

He called upon Dr. Charles E. Hagyard for 
his thoughts on spaying. Dr. Hagyard stated 
that in his opinion a spayed filly would be 
as useful for racing as would be an unsexed 
colt; that there is more likelihood of peritonitis 
from spaying than from castration, and that, 
consequently, the operation is more hazardous, 
but not so much more so that he would not 
recommend it; on the contrary he thought spay- 
ing might be practiced with good effect toward 
the end desired. 

Mr. Piatt asked for expressions from those who 
had been thinking over the matter since the pre- 
vious luncheon. Samuel M. Look, manager of 
Castleton, also president of the Kentucky Trot- 
ting Horse Breeders’ Association, who, like the 
late John EX. Madden, breeds both runners and 
trotters, arose and asked: ‘‘Why not destroy the 
mare most likely to produce the filly you would 
want to spay?” 

That was a poser, and one can imagine what 
it did to the subject. It all but put it out of 
commission, so to speak, but after the hubbub 
had subsided, Secretary Jack S. Young arose to 
say that several of the members during the week 
had agreed that they would spay a few of their 
fillies in order to carry out an experiment and 
requested that others do likewise if they are 
agreeable to the plan. 

There was a suggestion, too, that some of the 
mares to be eliminated might be useful to the 
Government in furtherance of its remount breed- 
ing program, and it was thought that Col. 
Thomas J. Johnson should be invited to give his 
views at the next meeting of the club. 

In this connection, THE BLOOD-HORSE would 
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THE BLOOD-HORSE 


offer the suggestion that breeders who intend to 
put mares out of their studs might invite the 
Government to inspect such mares and take, 
without cost to the Government, such as would 
measure up to Government specifications, leaving 
the others to be humanely destroyed. 

It is not every mare that will be suitable to 
the Government’s needs, any more than is every 
mare suitable to the requirements of any con- 
siderable number of breeders. It would be an 
imposition upon the Government to expect it to 
accept every mare that might be offered. 

Patriotic men and women should not want any 
mare in any way defective to be put into the 
Government’s breeding depots. Horses being 
bred for the Army are being bred for the de- 
fense of the United States of America; for the 
security of the people of this country against the 
nation’s enemies. This being true, it should be 
the part of every person who is a patriot—and 
every breeder, we sincerely believe, is a patriot 
to see that no unsound stallion or mare is offered 
to the Government. 

Meanwhile, THE BLOOD-HORSE, while recogniz- 
ing the fact that all of the discussion in which 
we have indulged and in which we are indulging 
about overproduction, curtailment and elimina- 
tion has been and is being helpful, is certain that, 
in the last analysis, the law of supply and de- 
mand governs, and that it is functioning now in 
a variety of forms, and will continue to function 
throughout the ages. Such as humane destruc- 
tion, castration, spaying and disposal without 
pedigree are aids to decreased production and 
therefore are workings of the law of supply 
and demand.

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NEW YORK 
SHIFTING SCENES. 


ELMONT PARK closes on Thursday (the 

9th) of this week and Aqueduct opens the 
following day. Thus will be concluded the West- 
chester Racing Association’s spring meeting of 
25 days, including one day, Monday of this week, 
granted for the use of those in charge of the 
fund for the unemployed of Nassau County. The 
Westchester Racing Association made no money 
at this meeting. On the contrary it is reported 
that Mr. Widener and his associates will have 
to go into their pockets to cover a deficit. The 
charity day of racing, through the splendid co- 
operation of management and horsemen, netted 
about $25,000 for relief work. 

On Friday (the 10th) the Queens County 
Jockey Club’s summer meeting of 22 days will 
open at Aqueduct, closing Tuesday, July 5, to be 
followed by 22 days at Yonkers, under auspices 
of the Empire City Racing Association, closing 
Saturday, July 30. After that Saratoga for 30 
days, closing Saturday, September 3. 

In its book for the meeting, the Queens County 
Jockey Club had announced purses of $1,000, 
$1,200 and $1,500, the minimum having been 
placed at $1,000. Due, undoubtedly, to its obser- 
vation of the financial side of the Belmont Park 
meeting, the Queens County Jockey Club, by 
John E. Cowdin, its president, has issued the fol- 
lowing statement, announcing reductions in the 
purses: 

Owing to present conditions, the Queens County 
Jockey Club find it necessary to effect various econo- 
mies in the conduct of the 1932 Summer Meeting, which 
will include the revision of purses, over-night handi- 
caps and steeplechase over-night events. 

In accordance with this policv the Directors of the 
Queens County Jockey Club will put into effect the 
following revisions 

(a) All purses of $1.000 in any of the above events 
will be reduced to $800. 

(b) All purses of $1.200 in any of the above events 
will be reduced to $1.000. 

(c) All purses of $1.500 in any of the above events 
will be reduced to $1,200. 

We regret the necessity of making these changes, 
but feel that vou will fully understand and appreciate 
the reason therefor and will co-operate with us in 
maintaining the high standard of New York racing. 

After the receipt of the foregoing by horse 
owners and trainers, there was inaugurated a 
movement among them seeking a reduction of 
the charges made by blacksmiths for plating race 
horses and by race track kitchen managers for 
board for stable help. The claim is made that 
the charges are too high and out of step with 
present conditions. 


*WHITE CLOVER II WINS SUBURBAN. 


Last fall the French-bred gelding *White 
Clover II, imported and owned by William du 
Pont, of Wilmington, Del., showed considerable 
class in Maryland competition. Handicapper 
Walter S. Vosburgh estimated that 115 pounds 
would be about the correct weight for the 6- 
year-old in the forty-sixth running of the Sub- 
urban Handicap ($10,000 added, 3-year-olds ‘and 
up, 1 1-4 miles) at Belmont Park May 30, Deco- 
ration Day. The French racer went to the post 
at 6 to 1 in the betting. Both the handicapper 
and the crowd underestimated his ability, for 
*White Clover II won by a length and a half, 
with the Warm Stable’s The Nut (110) second 
by the same margin, Mrs. Katherine Elkins 
Hitt’s Sun Meadow (119) third, A. C. Bost- 
wick’s Mate (126) fourth. After these came 


Blenheim (108), Rocky News (111) and, last 
of all, the Audley Farm’s Gallant Knight (123), 
which, coupled with his stablemate, Rocky News, 
was a heavily played favorite, closing at even 
money. What happened to Gallant Knight has 
not yet been settled. His failure, after having 
been shipped from Chicago especially for the 
race, was much like that of last year, when he 
refused to extend himself in the Suburban, after 
having been shipped East with the famous han- 
dicap as his sole objective. It was seen that he 
had been impeded by a flapping hind bandage. 
Also it was noted after the race that his tongue 
had been cut, in some manner, by the bit. What- 
ever the reason, he ran far below his demon- 
strated ability and finished last, nearly eight 
lengths behind the winner. Excepting the evi- 
dent indisposition of Gallant Knight, *White 
Clover II’s victory was decisive. He trailed far 
behind Sun Meadow’s pace in the backstretch 
run, with only Rocky News behind him. The 
Nut was forcing the pace, and G. H. Bostwick 
was lying third with his brother’s Mate. On the 
turn R. Workman let *White Clover II begin 
picking up those ahead of him. At the three- 
eighths pole he was fourth, and after straighten- 
ing out in the run for home he ran past the 
tiring Mate. The Nut, brought to top condition 
by Trainer T. P. Hayes, had now taken the lead 
from Sun Meadow and was drawing away from 
the latter. In the last furlong *White Clover 
II proved his mettle, beating the two pacemakers 
decisively. *White Clover II is the fifth im- 
ported horse to win the Suburban; the others 
were *Pontiac, in 1885; *Lowlander, in 1893; 
*Johren, in 1918; *Corn Tassel, in 1919. Time,

GLORIFY’S LUCKY VICTORY. 


The thirty-fourth running of the Fashion 
Stakes ($2,500 added, 2-year-old fillies, 4% fur- 
longs), at Belmont Park June 1, had a result 
which was not at all in index to the ability of 
the contestants. The winner was Glorify (119), 
a filly which William Ziegler, Jr., purchased from 
the Gifford A. Cochran estate for $900 as a year- 
ling and which carried the colors of Mrs. Ziegler’s 
Middleburg Stable. Her victory was made pos- 
sible by Joseph E. Widener’s Crazy Jane (119), 
a daughter of Haste which broke from a position 
outside the stall gates and moved to the rail 
so rapidly as to pile up most of the field. Glorify 
had speed enough to pull away and escape most 
of the interference. Under H. Elston’s urging, 
she ran in front to the end, winning by a head 
from the Wheatley Stable’s Edelweiss (119), the 
Belair Stud Stable’s Happy Gal (125) finishing 
third, a length behind Edelweiss. Happy Gal and 
Edelweiss were coupled in the betting, along 
with the Wheatley Stable’s Iseult (114), as all 
three are trained by James Fitzsimmons. Such 
was Happy Gal’s prestige, from her Youthful 
Stakes victory, that the entry was favorite at 
2to 5. But Edelweiss and Happy Gal were prin- 
cipal sufferers when the field was piled up. Edel- 
weiss, a daughter of *Chicle, lost even more 
ground than Happy Gal, and H. Mills was forced 
to take her back to last place and move up on 
the outside. She just missed catching the winner. 
Happy Gal also closed rapidly, but not as fast 
as the second. After the first three the others 
were Crazy Jane, Iseult, Disdainful (125), Rum- 
mond (115), Barn Swallow (119).

FAIRENO’S BELMONT STAKES. 

Saturday, June 7, 1930, William Woodward led 
his Gallant Fox to the winner’s circle after the 
sixty-second running of the Belmont Stakes. 
Last Saturday, June 4, for the second time in 
three years the Belair Stud Stable owner led in 
the Belmont winner, his Faireno having tri- 
umphed over 10 others, the largest field in the 
race since 1924, in the famous “New York 
Derby.” 

The sixty-fourth Belmont ‘Stakes ($25,000 
added, 3-year-olds, entire colts and fillies, 1% 
miles), and its companion feature, the National 
Stallion Stakes, drew about 15,000 to Belmont 
Park. Ten colts and a filly went to the post, the 
filly being W. R. Coe’s Laughing Queen, a sister 
to Pompey. She carried 121 pounds, the colts 
126 each. The best 3-year-olds of the season 
were ineligible for the race, whose nominations 
closed December 2, 1929. A good field went to 
the post, however, and the victory was no mean- 
ingless triumph. Favorite was the Brookmeade 
Stabdle’s Flag Pole, a son of the Belmont winner 
American Flag and grandson of the Belmont 
winner Man o’ War. He was backed down to 
6 to 5 from an opening price of 7 to 5, on the 
strength of his recent good races and a work of 
114 miles in 2:32, handily, as his last preparation 
for the race. Faireno closed second choice at 
6 to 5. 

The field was at the post, in front of the stand, 
for 11 minutes. while several of the starters 
(Mad Pursuit, Osculator, Sansarica, Flag Pole), 
milléd about. The start was good. Marshall 
Field’s Villon started first and finished last. He 
bad gone only a short distance before Jockev 
Tommy Malley sent Faireno to the front and 
began opening up a lead which at the end of half 
a mile amounted to four lengths. On the first 
turn Sunmelus, trained by T. Woodcock and rid- 
den by W. Elliott, W. S. Kilmer’s Australian em- 
ployes, was second. On the backstretch Earl 
Sande made a run with W. J. Salmon’s Mad Pur-

Faireno. never seriously threatened, arrived at 
the finishing post a good length and a half in 
the clear. Osculator was second. a length ahead 
of Flag Pole. Morton L. Schwartz’s Gusto, 
which was last or nearly so all through the early 
stages. closed with a rush to win fourth money 
and almost take third trom Flag Pole, which 
had only a head advantage over him at the 
end. Gusto was five lengths ahead of Polo Bar, 
an added starter, which led the file of the others. 
Behind him the order of finish was Sansarica, 


Mad Pursuit, Sunmelus, Jimmy Sutro, Laughing 
Queen, Villon. 

After the race it was apparent that something 
had gone amiss with the favorite, but Trainer R. 
A. Smith was unwilling to make a _ statement 
until he had satisfied himself as to the cause, 
Monday of this week it was announced that Flag 
Pole was badly crippled when he straddled the 
stall gate while the field was at the post, and 
that the middle tendon in the right fore leg was 
ruptured and the tendon in the left fore leg was 
bruised. The colt ran a great, game race to 
finish third, then pulled up lame. He is not ex- 
pected to race again, at least not this year.

“PETE” BOSTWICK’S UNUSUAL DOUBLE. 

June 1 at Belmont Park G. H. (Pete) Bost- 
wick rode Silverskin to victory in a steeplechase 
and later had the mount on the flat racer Ha Ha 
when he won a six-furlong race in 1:10 4-5, the 
fastest of the meeting. The feat sent writers to 
their scrapbooks in search of precedents. Clem 
McCarthy recalled that Bill Clancy, now train- 
ing, had a steeplechase and flat winner the same 
afternoon at the Bay District track, San Fran- 
cisco, in 1895. 


CATERWAUL’S NATIONAL STALLION. 


The National Stallion Stakes was reinstated on 
the Belmont Park calendar in 1926, having been 
missing since 1910. In the six runnings begin- 
ning with 1926 and ending with 1931, the late H. 
P. Whitney’s colors were three times victorious, 
on Groucher, Crazy Coot and Equipoise. Last 
Saturday, June 4, Cornelius Vanderbilt Whitney 
took up where his father left off and won the 
National Stallion Stakes ($25,000 added plus 40 
per cent of the stallion entrance fees, 2-year-olds, 
five furlongs) with Caterwaul. The son of Mad 
Hatter went to the post in an entry with Rap- 
scallion (122), and the Whitney colts were well 
backed at 1 to 2. Caterwaul’s victory over the 
nine others was decisive. R. Workman got him 
away well from his “outside’’ position for the 
run down the Widener Course.

SIX MONTHS IN JAIL FOR MEEHAN. 

After he had been arraigned at Mineola, N. 
Y., June 6, on a charge of cruelty to animals, 
James Meehan was sentenced to six months in 
jail. He had been indicted on a charge of con- 
spiracy after Drummond Johnson and James 
Hartwell, negroes, had admitted that they had 
for three years been “sponging”’ and “doping,” 
and claimed that they had been paid to do the 
dastardly work by Meehan. Study of the laws 
resulted in the change to the cruelty charge. 
Meehan admitted that he had paid the negroes to 
stuff a sponge into one of Mr. Sponge’s nostrils, 
and that the horse from Joseph E. Widener’s 
stable had lost the race on that occasion. The 
negroes also served time in jail. 


STALL GATES OUT.

The deplorable injury to Flag Pole when he 
straddled one of the partitions of the machine 
before the start of the Belmont Stakes furnished 
George Bull, president of the Saratoga Associa- 
tion, with a reason for announcing that stall 
gates would not be used at Saratoga in August. 
DEATH OF BEELZEBUB. 

E. R. Bradley’s good steeplechaser, the 7-year- 
old Beelzebub, a gelding by Black Servant— 
*Vaila, by Fariman, fell and broke a leg in the 
Coligny Steeplechase at Belmont Park June 1 
and had to be destroyed. He was a stakes win- 
her of $43,750.

ARLINGTON PARK STAKES DATES. 


HE Arlington Park Jockey Club last week an- 

nounced the dates for the 30 stakes which 
will be distributed, one a day, through the 30 
days of the Arlington Park meeting, beginning 
June 27 and closing July 30. The most valuable 
of the fixtures, the Classic Stakes, has been fixed 
for the third Saturday of the meeting, July 16, 
a week after the Arlington Gold Cup. 

The Arlington Park stakes program is un- 
precedented in the history of American racing, 
or in the history of racing, for that matter. 
Thirty days of racing, with a stakes race a day, 
the values ranging from $2,500 to $70,000 added, 
will surely constitute a record. The total added 
money is $252,000, and President Otto W. Leh- 
mann of the Arlington Park Jockey Club, esti- 
mates that the total distribution during the meet- 
ing may reach $700,000, that is to say, about 
$23,000 daily average distribution. Such an 
enormous distribution, coming in the midst of 
such a year as this, should have a very hearten- 
ing effect on the men who make the sport.

SUNTICA WINS ANOTHER OAKS. 

Last Saturday morning, June 4, George D. 
Widener’s Evening, on the track at Washington 
Park for exercise, got out of control of her rider 
and ran away and injured herself. The incident 
caused her to be declared out of the field of 
the Illinois Oaks ($10,000 added, 3-year-old fillies, 
1 1-8 miles), run that afternoon. As a result of 
her absence the favorite, at odds-on, was W. S. 
Kilmer’s Suntica (121), which had already won 
the Kentucky Oaks. Because of the first-class 
ride she received from Jockey John Maiben, 
Suntica was able to win by a nose from the 
Audley Farm Stable’s Late Date (116), an out- 
sider, by *Hourless—Herd Girl, by Colin.

He was a sprint- 
er, but so was everything else in the race, and 
he appeared to have the edge in the matter of 
class. And so he did. Jockey F. Horn sent him 
to the lead in the first jump and he remained 
there to the end.

Fifth, a colt which, as a 2-year-old, was not able 

to finish in the first five in any of his three starts. 

On the other hand, Orwell, which, as a 2-year-old, 

gained such a reputation that he was on the 

verge of being generally acclaimed a super-horse, 
weakened half-way through the famous straight- 

away to the Derby finish and finished ninth in a 

field of 21 3-year-olds. The result: 

1. April the Fifth, brown colt, by Craig an Eran—Sold 
Again, by Call o’ the Wild, owned and trained by 
Tom Walls, ridden by Fred Lane, 100 to 6 in the 
betting; won by three-quarters of a length. 

2. Dastur, bay colt, by Solario—Friar’s Daughter, by 
Friar Marcus, owned by the Aga Khan, 18 to 1; 
second by a head. 

3. Miracle, bay colt, by Manna—Brodick Bay, by Swyn- 
ford, owned by Lord Rosebery, third. 

Royal Dancer was fourth, Firdaussi fifth, Celebrator 
sixth, Corcy seventh, Portofino eighth, Orwell ninth, 
Spenser tenth, Buckle eleventh, Hesperus’ twelfth, 
Wyvern thirteenth, Jackdaw II fourteenth, Bacchus 
fifteenth, Totaig sixteenth, Andrea seventeenth, Cockpen 
eighteenth, Jiweh nineteenth, Summer Planet twentieth, 
Peter Planet twenty-first. 


The crowd which saw the Derby was perhaps 
the largest ever assembled for a renewal of the 
world-famous event; estimates of its size ranged 
trom half a million to a million. Traffic clogged 
the roads as never before. The royal family had 
the greatest difficulty in reaching the course, and 
there were thousands, not so fortunate as to 
have police clear the way for them, who’ were 
not able to reach the grounds at all. Many 
others arrived only after having abandoned their 
cars miles away and walked the remaining dis- 
tance of the downs. The morning was dull but 
by race time a bright sun was shining, with only 
a slight haze to hamper visibility. 

Orwell’s name was most prominent in specula- 
tion before the race. He had won seven consecu- 
tive races, the last of them having been the Two 
Thousand Guineas. His one defeat, in his first 
race, had been explained by the fact that he had 
picked up a pebble in his shoe and had run the 
race in considerable pain. He went to the post 
a 15 to 8 favorite, and bookmakers trembled, for 
millions had been wagered on him. The previous 
year Cameronian had been favorite and winner 
and the layers had lost heavily. 

The start was good. Cockpen dashed to the 
front, followed by Peter Planet and Summer 
Planet. The tip-toeing crowd in the grandstand 
watched the field go out of sight behind “the 
hill,” and when they next caught a glimpse of 
the flashing silks Lord Derby’s Portofino was in 
front. Straining eyes had trouble locating Orwell. 
As the field came to the curving down-hill run 
at Tattenham Corner, Portofino still held the 
pace. Dastur, Firdaussi and Miracle were threat- 
ening. Around the turn and on the straightaway, 
all three of the challengers went by Portofino. 
April the Fifth was now coming up on the out- 
side and Orwell was seen to be running next 
behind him. The cheers that greeted him failed 
to help him, and before the straightaway was 
half-finished he began dropping back, a failure. 
Three-sixteenths of a mile from the finish Dastur 
was first, with Miracle second, April the Fifth 
challenging strongly. In the up-hill pull to the 
finish April the Fifth drew even with the leaders, 
and as each of the three put forth the last ounce 
of his strength, the battle appeared for a moment 
to hang in the balance. But April the Fifth

moved to the front and scored a victory that was 
decisive enough to remove question of his right 
to the Blue Ribband. 

April the Fifth was named after his birthday, 
in 1929. Graham S. L. Whitelaw bred him but 
Sydney Macgregor had an interest in the foal. His 
sire is the Two Thousand Guineas winner Craig 
an Eran (also second in Derby). He is of the 
Sundridge male line, but Bend Or furnishes the 
dominant note in the pedigree, which has two 
close-up crosses of Cyllene. At the Newmarket 
July sales of 1930 April the Fifth was consigned 
to be sold to settle the partnership. Mr. Mac- 
gregor bought him for 200 guineas (about 
$1,000). He then leased the colt to Tom Walls, 
who combined in his daily routine the duties of 
two professions, those of actor (he is a well 
known comedian) and horse trainer. Later Mr. 
Walls bought a half-interest in the future Derby 
winner; the partnership arrangement still holds. 

At two April the Fifth attracted no attention. 
In three starts his best placing was sixth. This 
year the lengthened distances saw him showing 
to better advantage. In the one-mile Birming- 
ham Handicap he was fourth to Larette. He im- 
proved to finish sixth to Orwell in the Two 
Thousand. He won the mile Marlborough Plate 
in a canter, by six lengths, then scored im- 
pressively in the 112-mile Derby Trial Stakes at 
Lingfield Park May 21, beating Firdaussi, 
Spenser and four others over a deep track. As 
a result of this showing he attracted considerable 
attention in the wagering on the Derby, especial- 
ly among stage folk, many of whom heeded his 
owner’s admonition that he had an excellent 
chance of winning. 

Tom Walls, a little dazed as he went to lead 
the winner in and receive the congratulations of 
King George, has been training at Epsom about 
half a dozen years, and has had a few better- 
than-average horses for various owners. This 


year he had five horses of his own in his string— 
and one of them won the Derby. Before the race 
he had no hopes of beating Orwell, but thought 
that April the Fifth would win the St. Leger. 

The track was fast, but the time was 2:43— 
slowest since 1926, when Coronach won in the 
rain.

AGA KHAN FILLY WINS OAKS. 


Two days after his Dastur had finished second 
in the Derby, the Aga Khan won the Oaks 
(£2,000 with extras, 3-year-old fillies, mile and 
881 yards) at Epsom Downs with Udaipur, an 
outsider which paid 10 to 1. It was the fourth 
classic in which his colors have been borne to 
victory in the decade in which he has assumed 
an important role in English Turf affairs. He 
won the Derby of 1930 with Blenheim, which, 
like Udaipur, is by Blandford. In 1924 his Sal- 
mon Trout took the St. Leger and his Diophon 
captured the Two Thousand Guineas. The One 
Thousand Guineas is now the only classic the 
religious potentate has not yet won. It was the 
third Oaks won by Trainer Frank Butters in 
five years. 

King George and other members of the royal 
family were again included in the great crowd 
which saw the Oaks. Udaipur was ridden by 
Jockey Michael Beary, remembered by many 
American readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE who met 
him when he visited this country last winter. 
The Blandford filly won by two lengths from 
Lord Woolavington’s Will o’ the Wisp, a daughter 
of Hurry On, which was well played at 9 to 4. 
Two lengths farther back was Lord Derby’s 
Guidecca. Evremonde de St. Alary’s Kandy, 
winner of the One Thousand Guineas and favor- 
ite for the Oaks, was unplaced. There were 12 
starters. Of the three placed horses only the 
second, Will o’ the Wisp, was raced at two. 
Udaipur, in her first start this year, was second 
in a maiden race, and next was seventh in the 
One Thousand.

FOREIGN NOTES. 

Emil Herz is in England. 

Reimposition of the entertainment tax on Irish 
race courses has brought about a likelihood that 
many associations will be forced to forego their 
meetings. 

At Newmarket recently one bettor picked 
the horses in the totalisator and received £701 
lis for his 10-shilling wager (approximately 
$2,800 for $2). 

King George won the 2-year-old Hopeful Stakes 
at Doncaster, England, on May 27, with Picquet, 
which started at 100 to 6 in a field of six. The 
distance is five furlongs. 

Richard Aspinwall, 68, formerly a trainer in 
Hungary, was found dead at Newmarket May 2. 
The verdict at an inquest was: “Suicide whilst 
of unsound mind.” He had swallowed poison. 

Formentor, a son of *Teddy out of Flammette, 
by Chouberski, won the Welcome Stakes at Hay- 
dock Park in England. He is owned by the 
French Turfman, Evremonde de St. Alary. 

Information from Australia is that the breed- 
ing of farm and medium draft horses has in- 
creased 35 per cent during the past year to meet 
increased demand. Many persons are substitut- 
ing horses for motors, even in metropolitan 
areas for haulage work over distances up to 
two miles. The Horse Association of New South 
Wales is appealing to the local authorities to 
make the road surfaces more suitable for horse 
traffic. They are advocating bitumen or rough 
concrete 

Count Degenfeld-Schomberg, in a letter to 
The Sporting Life (London), called attention to 
the fact that the best 3-year-old of 1931 in Hun- 
gary was Starlight, a daughter of Grand Parade, 
which stallion recently died. Starlight, out of 
the Sunstar mare Starbird, was imported from 


England with her dam. Last year she won the 
Derby and four other races for total earnings of 
215,700 pengoe (about $50,000 at normal ex- 
change rates.) 

There was some difficulty about F. Edwards’ 
getting a license to ride in England this season, 
after three South African jockeys were refused. 
Edwards returned home after eight years in 
Belgium, but since he had been an apprentice 
in England and had previously ridden in that 
country he was licensed and immediately won 
the Badminton Stakes at Chester on Rosa 
Buchan. Edwards has ridden about 180 winners 
in England, France, Belgium and Italy. 

The receipts for the three days of the Chester 
meeting this year were £21,762, compared with 
£24,975 last year. The attendance this season 
amounted to 87,180 for the three days, as against 
110,905 12 months ago. The city of Chester will 
receive approximately £2,250. 

Following is Jockey Charles Elliott’s record 
in the Two Thousand Guineas in recent years: 
Won with Ellangowan, 1923; second on St. Becan, 
1925; second on Cally Boy, 1927; won with Fla- 
mingo, 1928; third on Silver Flare, 1930; second 
on Goyescas, 1931; third on Hesperus, 1932. 

It is announced that Raymond, promising 2- 
year-old colt, by Gainsborough—Nipisiquit, by 
Buchan, sold for 4,500 guineas at the sale of 
the late Sir John Rutherford’s horses, in Eng- 
land, was purchased for Sir Abe Bailey and will 
remain at Manton to be trained by Joe Lawson. 

The Aga Khan has sold all his horses in train- 
ing in France and announces that he will not 
race in that country again. His yearlings will 
be sold at Deauville in August. He is keeping 
his two Thoroughbred nurseries, one near Paris 
and one in Normandy. 

At Lingfield Park, England, May 20, during 
the running of the Oxford Selling Handicap, 
Headman fell dead about 100 yards from the fin- 
ish. His rider, E. Benneyworth, an apprentice 
and the smallest jockey in the race, was uninjured 
and walked back to the paddock, carrying his 
saddle. American jockeys, who must have valets, 
please take notice; likewise the race course man- 
agers who provide the valets at the expense of 
the jockeys. 


WANT FILLIES? 

Leslie Combs II, Box 1014, Huntington, W. Va., 
has a couple of 3-year-old fillies which might be 
interesting to someone wanting fresh material 
for racing. One is Mina K., bay, by *Dis Donc— 
*Song Bird, by Thrush, and the other is Miss 
Huntington, chestnut, by Dominant—-* Aqua Pura, 
by Yankee. Mina K. has never started, though 
she has been broken. Miss Huntington started 
once. Mr. Combs will give particulars. 


RACING AT BRADY, TEXAS. 

The rules of racing of the Kentucky State Rac- 
ing Commission will govern all races run under 
the auspices of the Brady July Jubilee Race Meet 
at Brady, Texas, July 4, 5 and 6. Purses range 
from $75 to $175. A new half-mile track has 
been built.

ONCERNING the Hopeful Ctakes of 1929 
Major Bill Corum wrote in The New York 
Journal: “The only way they can keep Whitney 
from winning this race is to call it off.’ And, as 
generally expected, the race resulted in a one-two 
victory for the famous blue and brown colors. 
The winner was Boojum, second Whichone. Both 
of the colts were great 2-year-olds, and each was 
considered a potential heir to Man o’ War’s fame. 
But the breaks of training went against both of 
them and both are now at the C. V. Whitney 
nursery at Lexington. Attempt was made to 
train Boojum again last year, but without suc- 
cess. He is now finishing his first season in the 
stud, and has filled out to become one of the 
most impressive of the galaxy of stallions at the 
Whitney farm, as the picture on our cover, taken 
last week, will indicate. 


DAUGHTERS OF CRAIG AN ERAN. 


Since April the Fifth won the Epsom Derby, 
there has been inquiry about daughters of Craig 
An Eran on this side of the water. In the ab- 
sence of the promised new volume of the Amervi- 
can Stud Book, we are not certain how many 
daughters of Craig an Eran are in this country, 
but thus far none has produced a winner over 
here, they being too young for that. Col. W. S. 
Dudley has Ruth Mays, a winner (half-sister to 
*Peggoty) out of *Refugee III (winner in Ire- 
land and Belgium and half-sister to Land of 
Song, Irish Derby winner), by Roi Herode. A. 
B. Hancock has *Highland Dell, out of Glorvina 
(winning sister to Craiganour, good stakes horse, 
disqualified after winning the Epsom Derby, sent 
to South America and made success as sire; 
half-sister to *Nassovian, sire of Display’s dam), 
by Desmond, out of Veneration II, half-sister to 
Pretty Polly. *Highland Dell has her first foal, 
a filly by Brown Bud, and has been bred back 
to him. 


GOOD LUCK WITH FOALS. 

In sending to THE BLOOD-HORSE a report of the 
latest foals at Three D’s Stock Farm, Arlington, 
Texas, Mrs. P. M. Kebort, secretary, says: ‘We 
have had unusually good luck with our foals this 
year and hope that we will have some fine pros- 
pects among them.” Mrs. Kebort further sends 
information that in the matter of the test of the 
anti-betting law as regards wagers on horse 
races no decision has been given by the Texas 
Court of Criminal Appeals at Austin, and adds:

THOROUGHBREDS IN HARNESS 


By THOs. B. CROMWELL 


HE suggestion recently made, while Twenty 

Grand was under observation at Greentree 
Farm, that the great son of *St. Germans— 
Bonus, by *All Gold, might be broken to harness 
and handled as had been Alan-a-Dale, by the 
late Charles Marvin for Major T. C. McDowell; 
Sennings Park, by John H. Dickerson for Phil 
T. Chinn; Canaque, by Roy Miller for William 
B. Miller, all of which went back to the races 
and were successful under the saddle, brought 
out the fact that right now at the Kentucky 
Trotting Horse Breeders’ Association track, 
Lexington, three runners are being so handled by 
Hunter C. Moody, and that they are soon to go 
back to the races. The horses in the Moody 
stable are Grattan, Limbus and Line Rider. The 
first named two were purchased by George Reed 
at the Rancocas Stable sale. It was desirable 
that they get treatment for ailments of the 
front legs and training that would keep as much 
weight off the back as possible. They were fired 
and turned out for a while and then sent to Mr. 
Moody, a very competent trainer of trotters 
who came from Eminence, Ky., and while there 
broke a number of Thoroughbred yearlings to 
harness for the late Capt. Jim Williams. 

One morning last week the writer and J. A. 
Estes went out to the trotting track and got 
from Mr. Moody an interview about his work 
with Thoroughbreds of suspicious underpinning 
and took the pictures presented herewith of 
Grattan and Limbus. Grattan is a 5-year-old 
black horse by Lucullite—Durbar, by *Chicle. 
Half-brother to Orissa, Acquire and Carnival, he 
is a stakes winner of $28,200. Limbus is a 5- 
year-old bay horse by Bud Lerner—Dijon, by 
*Jusqu’au Bout. He won at two and three and 
is half-brother to the stakes winner Despoil. 

“There are two fundamental reasons why 
Thoroughbred horses suffer from lameness in 
front more than elsewhere,” said Mr. Moody. 
“First, the weight is on the back, and, second, 
the tracks over which they work are usually 
deep, cuppy or holding. It is therefore desirable, 
in the effort to get horses over their trouble in 
this respect, to keep the weight off their backs 
and work them on firmer ground. 


“To accomplish this, it naturally follows that 
they should be broken to harness and worked 
between the shafts of a cart over a track such 
as is usually prepared for trotters. The cart I 
use for the exercising of Grattan, Limbus and 
Line Rider weighs 50 pounds and is equipped 
with ball bearings and pneumatic tires. 

“Each horse is handled in the same manner. 
They are taken first to the half-mile track and 
jogged about until they are ready for their gal- 
lops. Then they go to the firmer mile track and 
there over footing that has a light cushion and 
does not ‘cup’ or break from under the striding 
horse, they get good, stiff work, the distances 
they gallop being increased as the days pass. 

“It will be noted that the legs not only get 
sound, but the horse develops rapidly. He has 
perfect manners and a good mouth, and holds 
his flesh. A horse when made fit under this 
harness and cart training is within a week of 
a race. The foundation he thus gets is good 
and he will not only retain his flesh, but hold 
his form, also, and will go farther. 

“Spare feeders will become good doers when 
thus handled away from the tenseness and ex- 
citement of the running track, while nervous 
horses will become quiet, forget many of their 
idiosyncrasies and be tractable, useful animals. 

“T have broken numerous Thoroughbred year- 
lings in the same manner that I handle trotting 
yearlings, and some of those Thoroughbreds have 
made Turf history. I have had their trainers tell 
me that they remained sounder and bucked less 
readily, if at all. This I attribute to their having 
been thoroughly seasoned before weight was 
put on their backs. That horses thus broken to 
harness and driven to cart are far better man- 
nered and are better developed is certain. Their 
mouths are much more flexible and they are 
easier to control under all conditions than are 
yearlings broken under the usual system at the 
farms and the running tracks.” 

Mr. Moody, who is shown in the cart behind 
both Grattan and Limbus, gives his personal at- 
tention to all horses in his stable. He has held 
or now holds nine world records with yearlings, 
trotters and pacers, besides the 2-year-old trot- 
ting record over half-mile track. He makes a 
specialty of handling yearlings and undeveloped 
horses. He takes nothing to race, but remains 
all the year round at the Lexington track of the 
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K. T. H. B. A., which is commonly called the 
Fair Grounds. He has had good luck with erratic 
and high-strung horses. He has taught the three 
runners now in his charge to jog at a good trot- 
ting lick and they stand as quietly for him as 
do any of his trotters. The writer did not time 
them while they were in action to cart, but they 
were running smoothly and apparently enjoying 
it. There is no evidence of lameness and the 
indications are that both Grattan and Limbus 
will soon be racing and winning. Line Rider is 
not as far advanced. We expect to hear more 
of him later.

MAPLETON STUD DISPERSAL. 

NDER auspices of the Fasig-Tipton Company, 

John W. Bain auctioneer, at Malvern, Pa., 
Monday of this week (June 6) the Mapleton Stud 
of Messrs. Carstairs and Pierce was dispersed, at 
prices constituting a heavy loss, indeed, to those 
estimable gentlemen. For instance, they had paid 
$100,000 for Tryster, and it must have been pain- 
ful to them to see him knocked down to J. G. 
Goodhart for $15,000. 

The sale of their mares was, in several re- 
spects, in keeping with the case of Tryster, the 
losses on the individuals being proportionately as 
great. 

The aggregate of the sale for 35 lots was $49,- 
525, an average of $1.415. The 22 mares (14 
with foals at their sides): brought $27,375, an 
average of $1,239.86. The 12 yearlings brought 
$7.150, the average being $595.83.

Yearlings sold at Saratoga last August num- 
bered 640 and they averaged $1,256.13, which is 
to say they brought approximately 52 per cent 
of the average obtained at the four dispersal 
sales the previous spring. Should the same ratio 
prevail next August at Saratoga, we would see 
a general average of approximately $735.80, and 
this figure works out to be about 58 per cent 
of what the 1931 yearlings averaged at the Spa.

HORSES FIGURE IN COURT ACTION. 

The names of Jim Dandy and Naishapur came 
up in court proceedings before Superior Judge 
Valentine at Los Angeles May 24. Mrs. Alice 
Bunch Earl, having sued her husband, Chaffee 
Earl, sportsman son of the late Edwin T. Earl, 
capitalist, for separate maintenance, had asked 
for an allowance of $5,000 per month, asserting 
that her husband is worth around $3,000,000 and 
that his income is $10,000 per month. Mr. Earl 
had said that $100 per month should be suf- 
ficient for her requirements. Attorney for Mrs. 
Earl asked Mr. Earl how much it cost to keep 
his two race horses, Naishapur and Jim Dandy, 
whereupon he answered: “Around $700 per 
month.” The lawyer then inquired: ‘And yet 
you think your wife can get along on $100?” 
Mr. Earl’s answer was: “‘But I don’t pay the bill 
now. The trainer has a lien on the horses in 
lieu of payment for their care and so on, so at 
present I am not paying that amount.” The 
court allowed Mrs. Earl $650 a month for main- 
tenance; $5,000 to apply as the fee for her at- 
torney, and $1,500 to bear expenses of her action.
